On 
that matter, however, we have already. pro- 
nounced some criticism, and Lave no desire 
tn reopen the subject. > Nevertheless, as we 
expresied aonie surprise the other day. that 
such a ‘report’ should have been passed, the 
above remarks of the Colonial Secretary 
may fuirly be taken as i reply -to.that 
criticism, and we must candidly confess that 
thero is some forcy.in his argument. It has 
been the prictice in. past yexrs forthe Head 
of the: Exccutive ‘to exarcise a free hind in 
editing the departmental ‘reports, atid we 
have in past, years seen keveral of ‘these 
documénts published from which there had 
been obvious excisions, Muny, years ago, 
the report of the Colonial’ Surgeon. was 
denied publication altoxether, and on. an- 
other occasion it came out ia an emasculated 
form because, if/iwe remember rightly, Dr. 
Avyngza had denounced with perhaps more 
energy than was deemed, desiruble thu'in- 
sanitary condition of:the Colony. The prin- 
ciple of allowing: the officials to express their 
own opmious and not to write their reports 
to ord-t is unquestionably the sound one, 
if it be once “ddmitted by the Govern- 
ment and -always acted upan., As, how. 
ever, this. hae not previously been the case, | 
cartainly-at least in Hongkong, we not un- 
naturally supposed that Captain Hastinas's 
romarks. on’ tho" revenue, like the reat of the 

. Teport, and like all-other departmental re-, 
ports, had received the Government approval 
and endorsement. It is none the less satis- 
factory to learn fromthe Colonial Secretary 
that the Goveroment imprimatur does not 
necessarily. imply aesént in or. agreement 
‘with the opinions expressed in any document 
to which it is attached.’ Further, are'we to 
understand. that departmental iéports will 
in future be given to the public in their native 
siuaplicity, a8 the spontaneous and indepen- 
dent yearly statement of the responsible 
official ? : 


ANOTHER COMPETING LOTTERY. 
_ The success which has attended the efforts 
of the promoters of the Weising and Manila 
Lotteries in drawing money out of Hong- 
kong has encouraged the good people in thé 
neighbouring Colony. of Macao to, make a 
bid for some of the floating cash which still, 
in spite of the unprecedentedly bad timds, or 
in consequence of them, seeme available for 
this form of gambling. The Macao Lottery, 
& prospectus of which was left at this office 
yesterday, is to huve twelyedrawings yearly, 
of which the first will take place’on the 10th 
July noxt, The lottery will consist of 6,000 
tickats of 81 each, and the prizes'givon will 
amount in the total to $4,500, Like the 
Manila Lottery, this venture is to be run for 
a substantial profit, twenty-five par cent. 
being deducted tor expenses.of management. 
Like the Manila Lottery, too, the Mucao 
imitation ig to be conducted in aid of a 
- charitable institution, the Saute Cusa da 
Misericordia de Macau. There is nothing 
original about this latest gambling 4 cula. 
v tion, it will be perceived, Ito doubt Tis the 
patronage and encouragement of the Church, 
and probably will flourish Jike'its old es- 
tablished rivals in the business. © Une thing 
is certain: it has am equal right with the 
‘Manils Lottery to fatten on the Colony. 
Being nearer the market and the tickets 
being obtainable at par it may possibly do 
the Spanish Lottery some little hurm, but. 
. itis more probable that both will! flourish, 
Tt is only une more facility for, gambling. 
As wa-have no Custom Houso we cannot. 
keep out the tickets, and thongh they are 
contraband there will ba litle difficul ity in’ 
finding  sale-for them if buyers have con- 
fidence in the Lottery. The.starting of this 
jew venture offers a.fresh chance for the 
Police to distinguish themeelves, which they 
havo nut dona yet, in securing convictions for 
the aule of these various lottery tickets. 

In Japan the Authorities are also somewhat 
erercizod concerning the failure of attenipts 
to putdown dealing in foreign lottery tickets; 
An interesting case bearing on the question 
has Just boen decided at Yokohama on appeal. 
Hitherto it haa been the opinionof the Japan. 
eso Police’authorities that the laws against 

“gambling were prohibitive of the purchaso 
of foncign lottery tickets by Japanese subs 
jects. Some time ugo Mryagawa, Toraxo- 
suxx bought from the Yokohama Investment 
Company five lottery tickete. This having 
been reported to the Police, Mryacawa’ waa 
examined, aud it was discovered that he was 
also’ the owner of a Munila lottery: ticket. 
_ He was committed for trial and aubsequontly 
convicted of an ‘offence against the law of 
gambling, Ou appeal, the judgmeat was 
reversed, and it wae stated that the law 

‘against gambling was not capable of being 
upplied to the purchase of ticketa from fore 
cigners by a Japanese subject.. The tivkets 
were returned, The'Japan Maid, comment- 
ing on the above, saya :—" This verdict is i 
“ teresting from several points of vi Lot- 
* tery Tickets bought by Japanese within Ja 
“ panase territory, when the actual gambling 
“ takes place on Japanese coil, are re; in 
“ the same light as tickets purchased from the 
“managers of a lottery’ located in a foreign | 
“country. The ect of participating “in 
“gambling transactions wae committed in 
* Mryacawa’s case, but the fact that the 
“means of participation’ were furaished by 
“persons over whom Japan hag no juriedic- 
* tion exempted him from guilt. “So that 
“it would seem thut it ia not the uct of 
* gembling ‘by individuals, but the supply- 
“ing meuns for others to gamble, thet is

OUTAGES UV CHINA.: 
a Fas a i 
. The particulars of the outragesat Ohingho 
and Kienning iu Fukien, republiyhed from 
the Fouchow paper, show that these latest 
demonstrations apainst foreigners’ wore dis- 
tinguished’ by'u ferocity and determina. 
tion equal to that which iyspirod the 
worst . riots in the -¥angteze, Valley 
last year. It- was chiefly owing to’ the 
energy -and coumge of- a native teacher 
thut the ‘ladies of the Zenana Mi at 
Chingho were saved from personal viole: 
and possibly niurder, and it was chiefly duo 
to his- persdnal strength aut presence of 
mind that Dr. Riga escaped a horrible death 
at Kienning, 99 th» brutal nivb attempted 
todrown him like a dog in & manure vat. 
It seems’ tuut these onthreaks bud. been 
threatened for some time, and the mandarins 
wero well aware that such demonstrations 
word impending, but they took no measures 
toavert them, and did-uothing to step the 
work of destruction. The proclamation 
by the Emperor .in fuvour of the mis- 
sionaries and prohibiting all interference 
‘with or attacks. upon. them wns bang: 
ing in front of the mission at-Chingho: 
and was the first thing destroyed and burned 
by the mob. Tho attacks were in botl in: 
‘stances indited by the literati, and this, in 
the most open and unabashed manner These 
riots in Fukieu ar, itis to be feared, only 
tha re-commeucement of: an'‘i-foreign de. 
tmoustrations.. The Mercury saya that at’ 
Chinkiany ‘threats aro being indulged in 
sgainst the Roman Catholic’ missionaries 
thore,and it was openly announeed that the 
missions there.xal at Tan-yang were to be 
burnt. . At the Intter place some soldiors 
were caught 4 few days age posting placards 
calling on the people to burn ,the .mssion 
and murderthe “foreign hog’ and goats,” 
Dut the culprits wre not punished. 

The fact is it'is evident to the literati that 
the officials secretly endorse what they do, and 
will do thelr best—and so Far it- has proved 
a very effective best—to interposa between 
them and punishihent, The Chineso Govern. 
ment have clearly formed the opinion that the 
European concert bas ceased to exist, and 
that they can safely. demur to all clatme, and 
when pushed thike promises they bave no 
intention of kecping. ‘A small-book entitled 
“‘Tndulgent Treatment of. Foreigners,” by 
the late Admiral Pena Yo-rin, a transla+ 
tion of which is now appearing in the Afer 
cury, contains a. which affords u clue, 
to the feeling of the Chinese officials in this 
respect, It runs, aa translated :—* The 
“Government in Peking is warned “by the 
“quthor not to be frightened by representa. 
“tions of the Foreign Ministers there about 
“such small matters as trade and missions, 
“They arc in Chica simply to secure protec- 

tion’ of their subjects, ‘not for’ declaring 
‘var, War in the. West can only be de. 
“dared by the governments after much 
“ deliberation by the home governments.” 
Ia not this the key to the position? _Doea 
it not explain the difficulty—we might say 
the impossibitity—of obtaining redress for 
injuries beyond mere pecuniary compensa- 
tion, ‘andthe refusal oven of that for losses 
in trade caused by breaches of tho: treaties 
by Chinese. officials P. Mr. O'Conox vill in- 
deed find his work ent out for bim on hia 
arrival in China, and -however energetic, 
however able, and however. anxious he may 
be to secure justice ‘for his countrymen 
atthe hands of the Government of Peking 
bo must inevitably fail unless, casting aside 
the unworthy doctrine of expediency, tho 
Foreign Office determine to sfford him un. 
flinching support even to that’ last argu- 
ment of kings or Governments, force. 

While denouncing in thestrongest terms 
ths conduct of tha literati and the shuffling 
of tha Chinese authorities, it is only right 
to expect that the missionaries themselves 
will exercise prudonce not only in their rela. 
tions with the psopla.but in visiting places 
which are known to be special hot-bersofanti- 
foreign feeling: It would seem, from what, 
the N, 0. Daily Newa'Foochow correspondent 
says, that neither the ladies of the Zonana 
Mission at Chinghe ner Dr. Bice. at Kien- 
ning acted with the discretion that they were 
bound to éxercise. The Former dressed in 
native costume against the 22vice of thos 
who ware entitled by experience to give it, 
und they. took up residence in a city to which 
they ho been particularly warned nof. to 
go. In fact they neted ip such'a mianner as 
would lead any ove to believe they courted 
martyrdom. Fortunately that crown was 
not vouchaafed to them. . Similarly-. at. 
Kieoning there was a strong snti-foreign 
fecling, and Mr, Rrea, though warned of if, 
would not keep avay and allow tho dispen- 
sary to be carried on by natives as had been 
arranged by the British’ Consnl with the 
Chinese Authorities. Of course his temerity 
and impridence do not excuse or condons 
the savage attack mado upon him, but 
they seem to have precipitated the- riot. 
Tho missiouaries must understand that 
acta of imprudence or the too vehement 
assertion of the right of residence .in 
the’ interior aro caloulated to defeat 
the eud they have in view. They hava 
@ right to protection, and it will be afforded 
to them, but no good can result hy exasperat- 
ing even’ tha mischief-wuking literati, and no 
exouse~should-ba"afforded to them to lend 
colour to the charges they frame against the 
foreigners. Their imaginatiéns are a rich 
fount to draw upou, and they can manu- 
facture slandera without assistance, If these 
attacks upon the missiontxies ara to be con. 
tinned let. them at least be left without any 
coluurable pretext, even though it only take 
the form ofa” missionary braving native 
opinion by toostrongly holding to bis rights, 
and whenever real danger threatens the mis- 
sionaries should not. hesitate to leave t heir- 
Missions and secure their pergdnal safety.

It'wagabsurd, Ivall probsbility there 
wos 's. groal deal of bad languege, shouting, — 
poshing, jostling and everything of that sort 
excopt actual striking. Qno of the witnesses - 
hod stated distinctly that there war a slight 
straggle betweon the prisoner and thy man be had 
hold of and that instantly the olitet offcer fired 
his revolver. Tt was clear that the chief officer 
ad attomptad to take this fireman to his vabin 
to place him ‘is irons for insubordination. aud 
was it to be expected that he went like a help:
